The controversial Buckley 
amendment, which stated 
students IB years and older 
should have access to official 
data kept on them by the in 
stitution they attend will 
probably not be clarified or 
effective for at least sixty 
days 

According to I)r Norman 
Campbell, vice chancellor for 
academic affairs, the delay is 
because no guidelines for the 
enactment of the amendment 
have been sent out by the 
Department of Health 
Education and Welfare 
After the guidelines have 
been sent out, Campbell said 
there will be an additional 6n 
days discussion period befon 
the amendment is effective 
During this waiting period 
there exists the possibility of 
amendment modification 
The original amendment 
the Family Education and 
Privacy Act of 197 4 
nicknamed the Buckley 
Amendment its sponsor 
Senator Janies Buckley K 
N Y stated that students 
had the right to review nil 
official records, data and 
files compiled on them by the 
institution they attend 
Congress recently passed and 
President Gerald Ford signed 
an amendment to the Buckley 
which exempts certain types 
of files from student review 
Among the file.** exempt 
under the new amendemnt are 
confidential statements filed

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Financial woes reflect 
legislative hypocrisy 


Ai students moaned and loaned at the high 
coats of education during registration last 
week atate legislators meeting in Nashville 
were predicting the Wth General Aaaembh to 
be a belt tightening *»esaion 
At first thought this may sound com 
mendable certainly economy should be a 
major consideration during the 1V75 term 
However instead of tightening the belts around 
their own waists it looks like the legislators 
may be tightening the noose around the neck of 
higher education If the state refuses to take 
care of the increased costs of higher education 
students moans and groans may turn into cries 
"f agony as they find themselves priced right 
out of the state's college system 
Students presently pay directly for about a 
fourth of the costs of attending college while 
the rest of the tab is covered by tax revenue 
Though inflation is felt severely in the student s 
pocket, it has also hit state government, with no 
tax increase to compensate for that inflation 
legislators have already said there will be no 
tax hikes this session, while governor-elect Kav 
Blanton has promised a tax break for senior 
citizens that will cut an additional million 
from the already low tax resources 
So with no tax increase in sight it looks like 
the name of the game is w ho needs the money 
the most and at best that doesn't look too en 
couraging for higher education in Tennessee 
Colleges will probably be the victims of the 
legislators misplaced priorities 
Rep Larry Bates L) Martin said last month 
he expects the emphasis in education to shift 


more toward vocational and career-oriented 
training and he didn t expect enough money to 
be available to give universities the increased 
funds they need Most other area legislators 
agree there will be very little new money for 
higher education money desperately needed to 
combat the effects of inflation 
Not only have the lawmakers gotten their 
priorities mixed up but the hypocrites have 
v hosen to feed their own bank accounts instead 
of letting the money be used for other functions 
While the legislators plead for economy in its 
agencies they have doubled the costs of the 
legislative process It is true that some im 
provements needed to be made in the 
legislature but if these were justified, how can 
they expect higher education to get by on less" 
Raises for university employees have been 
practically nil and are largely up to the whims 
of the legislators, but they have seen fit to tie 
their own salaries into cost of living raises The 
pay of House and Senate members has jumped 
from >3600 in 1972 to >6088 at present It Is ab 
surd for one group to benefit while jeopardizing 
others 

So how is a University to survive with in 
nation eating into its budget like a cancer and a 
legislature unwilling to help 0 The future isn't 
too bright unless the legislature is willing to 
appropriate the necessary budget increases 

Hopefully, the legislature will be able to 
muster enough intelligence to realize the im 
portance of higher education Ur is that asking 

too much’

New Year resolutions

of the fall quarter, the ad 
ministration made public its 
list of priorities relating to the 
University, faculty snd 
student body What is now 
clear is that faculty, students 
and the educational aspects of 
the University come in dead 
Iasi relative to football 

The complex factors of 
dormitory debt retirement, 
teaching staff salaries and 
department budgets are in¬ 
terrelated and have been a 
source pf much concern by 
University officials The state 
legislature will not provide 
more funds to help retire the 
dorm debts 

The teaching staff salary 
must be raised in view of 
inflation The department 
budgets must be cut to pay for 
the faculty increases since the 
legislature will not appropiate 
more money This is how the 
arguments have been 
presented over the Iasi 
eighteen months 

Despite the tight money 
situation, the old adage about 
old soliders seems to apply to 
atheletic programs that lose 
$120,000 a year and its 
associated coaching staff 
While some departments loose 
one half of their operating 
budgets, the finanacial 
physicians in the ad¬ 
ministration determines that 
an 180,000 transfusion will 
revive football at UTM 
Teachers who receive only 
token wage increases last 
year are further insulted by 
the creation of a new ad- 
ministrative post No doubt 
someone will have to pass out 
bath towels at the new 
multimillion dollar Con 
vocation Center

Advanced scheduling offers 
students a needed service 


All academic departments should follow the 
example sei during registration by the School 
of Business, letting students know about course 
offerings for several quarters in advance 

Business students were given a copy of 
Spring Quarter s course offerings with section, 
time instructor and place listed They were 
alao given a sheet listing the courses to be 
taught Summer Quarter with the time and 
instructor for the class 

This should be adopted as a procedure 
required of all schools within the University 
-Similar listings have always been available to 
faculty members but not to students Now that 
the School of Business has taken the first move 


this worthwhile idea should be expanded across 
the campus 

The advantages of this type of schedule are 
tncalcuable, especially for a senior trying to 
work in certain courses in a short period of 
time Far too often have there been cases 
where a senior gets to his last quarter and finds 
that a needed course is not offered or, worse 
yet, that two required courses are offered at the 
same time This will give students a chance to 
plan ahead 

The School of Business should be commended 
for its foresight Vet, a service such as this 
should not be considered an exception, bui a 
standard practice to benefit the students 
Thai s what a university is all about 


Fieldh ouse use conflicts

During laat Chriatmas 
break, I tried to reevaluate 
the entertainment situation 
The weekly entertainment 
programming we offered last 
quarter, with the exception of 
the Sunday movie#, had many 
shortcomings.

We have, with the co- 
iperation of the University 
Center, come up with ap¬ 
proximately $1000 for the 
■ommlttee to work with 
luring winter quarter. If they 
tave the foresight” the 
committee could generate a 
great deal more money.. 

I feel the Movie Orgy, 
Casino Night, Beer Bust and 
50 s Night were very in¬ 
novative programs. However, 

1 found since the sole 
responsib ility for making the 
final decision was mine, this 
caused a lack of initiative 
from others involved. 

I feel by allowing the 
committee to elect its own 
chairman and formulate its 
own programming, the end 
result will be more students 
input and diversification of 
entertainment.

eight recruits this quarter and 
sn off-seasonon weight and 
conditioning program will 
start at 4 p.m. Monday 

"I would like to urge anyone 
who is interested in working 
out to come Monday, 
MacIntyre said. The program 
will last six weeks. 

Other improvements in¬ 
clude the purchase of ten sets 
of Olympic weights and a 
study of the stadium. 

"The University is ready to 
make changes," MacIntyre 
said. “They have been very 
cooperative thus far." 

Negotiations have been 
underway with Tennessee 
Tech and Middle Tennessee to 
get them back on the schedule. 
The Gulf South Conference 
requires members to play six 
schools within the conference. 


MacIntyre said he hopes to 
add other OVC teams to the 
schedule. 

After looking at the game 
films and reviewing reports, 
MacIntyre has decided not to 
make any decisions on the 
positions people will be 
playing next fall. 

“1 don't feel we have enough 
big linemen,” he said. The 
spot of quarterback is also a 
big question. During in¬ 
terviews with each of his 
players he asked them to 
place their name where they 
wanted to play. Presently four 
players have their name at the 
quarterback position 

"We will know more about 
where we stand after spring 
practice,” MacIntyre said. 

MacIntyre has limited his 
recruiting to people he knows 


or knows of because of the 
lateness of the season. Out-of- 
state quotas have been lifted 
for the new coach. 

“We are recruiting heavily 
in this area and in Middle 
Tennessee," he said. “We 
have also gotten several 
players from Florida.” 

Coach MacIntyre said he is 
very optimistic about the 
future. 

“UTM is similar to Vandy- 
the kids have lost confidence 
in themselves.

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organization and the plan, but 
not with the violation of rules 
that was exhibited last year 
“In its conception, BFD was 
Big Free Day implying free 
entertainment," Faulk said. 
“In its five years it has 
evolved to mean being free 
from observing university 
rules and regulations to many 
students and they are wrong." 

Faulk said he would rule out 
SGA taking on BFD in its 
entirety. According to Faulk 
SGA would help with the 
entertainment end of BFD, 
but not with SGA money. 

“The students started BFD 
and if they want to continue it 
there will be enough energy 
exerted by IHC," Faulk said. 


"The reference by SGA to 
IHC doing nothing other than 
sponsoring BFD is a slight 
against IHC and shows a real 
lack of awareness on the part 
of whoever said it," Earl 
Wright, one of the advisors to 
IHC, said. Wright cited work 
on the original open bouse 
policy and differenated 
housing as examples of things 
IHC has done. According to 
Wright, powder puff football 
and the spirit award at 
homecoming originated with 
IHC. 

IHC decided in a meeting 
yesterday to go back to the 
individual dorms and see how 
they feel about having BFD 
and to explore new and 
alternate ideas for BFD.

District Attorney Fleming 
Hodges warned students 
Tuesday night that drug law 
offenders are much easier to 
prosecute in this area than 
any other sort of offender 
Hodges, who made the 
remarks during the second 
night of SGA’l Drug Seminar, 
pointed out the reasons for 
such stringent drug law en¬ 
forcement in this area 
"The public around here 
Just doesn't like it," he ex¬ 
plained," and it is a whole lot 
easier to get a conviction on a 
drug case than anything. The 
juries give the maximum 
penalities, too.” 

"Judge Harris," he con¬ 
tinued, “has even quit giving 
suspended sentences for drug 
offenders. If you're convicted, 
you will serve time.” 

Hodges, who has held the 
post for 16 years, explained 
the various divisions of drug 
law offenses. 

"For Schedule One drugs, or 
hard drugs, the punishment 
for seUing is five to fifteen 
years in the state penitentiary 
and a fine of up to 916,000," he 
said. 

Schedules two through five 
drugs carry progressively less 
severe penalties, while 
Schedule Six drugs, or 
marijuana, carries a one to 
five year sentence and a fine 
of up to 93000. These penalties 
are for selling the drug 
“The jury can double the 
minimum sentence in drug 
sale offenses,” Hodges said, 
“and believe me, they do It. 
The hardest thing I’ve had to 
do is try young people for 
fooling with drugs." 


Possession af any drug, 
though, is only a 
misdemeanor, said Hodges, 
and carries a maximum 
sentence of 11 months and 29 
days and fines of up to 9600 
Martin attorney Alan 
Strawbridge, who spoke to the 
Monday seminar on the legal 
implications of drug usage, 
explained that while 
possession of Vk ounce is 
considered only a 
misdemeanor, possession of 
more than that amount could 
constitute a felony. It is often 


Hodges, who expressed a 
desire for liquor legalisatio n 
in all areas, told his reasons 

for differentiating between It 
and drugs 

“Alcohol is bad," he said, 
"but It is accepted. If 
marijuana is ever accepted 
like this, I will go along with R. 
It is my job to enforce the 
laws," 

Hodges agreed with a 
student that more men are 
needed as agents tor TBI. 
There are only eight to 10 
undercover agents currently 


assumed that if more than one- working in rural areas, he 
half ounce is found there was M jd, with some in Obion and 


an intent to sell 
Hodges, who serves as the 
prosecutor in many of this 
area's drug cases, explained 
the role of his office 
"Young people have it in 
their mind that drug laws 
should not be enforced," he 
said. "I don’t know whether 
this Is right or not, but we will 
enforce them The laws are on 
the books."

Hodges admitted the 
situation is a bad one for of¬ 
fenders and he urged students 
to stay away from drugs 

“It’s not a rosy picture." he 
said, "but If you are caught 
you will serve time. I’ve yet to 
see the justification In using 
drugs." 

Strawbridge explained the 
rights of those accused in drug 
cases 

“The rights to remain silent 
and have an attorney are 
primarily to protect you from 
Incriminating yourself,” he 
said. He added he thought 
everyone should be entitled to 
the best possible defense. 

Strawbridge also explained 
that entrapment la not 
recognized in Tennessee as an 
absolute defense to a drug 
charge. This practice, such as 
agent initiated sales. Is 
recognized In every state but 
New York and Tennessee. 

No drug sale case has ever 
been won in Tennessee on the 
basis of entrapment, ac¬ 
cording to Strawbridge.

established by The American 
Association of University 
Professors says that one is 
required to give either notice 
of tenure or dismissal at the 
end of a probationary period," 
Chancellor Larry T. McGehee 
said. McGehee said Williams 
had served her probationary 
period and the time had 
arrived to either dismiss her 
or give her tenure. 


However, McGehee would 
neither confirm or deny the 
charge that Ms. Williams was 
given termination notice 
because she had filed suit with 
the EEOC but simply said he 
had no response to the charge. 

Also the suit charges that 
three male communications 
instructors at UTM, Carl H. 
Giles, Robert Brengle and 
Robert Todd, are each paid a 
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minimum of 91000 more a year 
than is Ms. Williams although 
Ms. Williams carries and 
continues to carry a heavier 
teaching load than any male 
employee of the English 
Department. 

When asked about the 
alleged discrepancy in the pay 
scale of males and females 
within the English Depart¬ 
ment, McGehee said he 
doesn’t know If Williams has 
been receiving less pay than 
have the males or not. 

"I haven't looked at the 
salary books to see,” 
McGehee said. However, 
McGehee did say that very 
few people in the University 
receive identical salaries. He 
said such things as amount of 
education and quality of 
performance can affect how 
much pay one receives 

However, the suit charges 
there has been a definite 
policy of discrimination. 

"The defendants, acting 
jointly, have a university wide 
policy of employing 
as few women faculty 
members as possible; and 
when women are employed, to 
offer and pay them less 
compensation than is paid to 
male faculty members In the 
same or comparable 
positions," the suit says. 
“Further the defendants limit 
the employment of women to 
certain jobs and job 
categories, and restrict the 
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promotional opportunities 
available to women.” 

When asked to respond to 
the charges set forth in the 
suit, McGehee said he would 
neither confirm or deny any of 
the charges. 

“We are obligated to make 
our position known in court 
and do not want to judge the 
case by comment," McGehee 
said 

"I have had no evidence of 
discrimination that has been 
presented to me,” McGehee 
said. 

The University has twenty 
days after the suit has been 
served to all the defendants in 
which to file an answer to the 
charges . McGehee 
acknowledged Monday that no 
such answer has been filed 
yet. According to McGehee 
the Office of the General 
Council for the UT Systems 
will make the response to the 
charges. 

McGehee said he had no 
idea as to what the answer will 
include, but that he is sure the 
answer will be made within 
whatever time period is called 
for 

Ms Williams' attorney 
said there had been some 
difficulty-in serving the suit 
because of a change in the 
administration at the UT 
Medical Units. The attorney 
said he expects the usual 
delay tactics from the 
University in answering the 
charges 

Lucus is a member of the 
law firm of Ratner, Sugarman 
and Lucus of Memphis which 
has handled cases involving 
personnel at UTM in the past. 
This firm is currently han¬ 
dling the James Greene case, 
another case in which a UTM 
professor is contesting his 
termination notice. They also 
handled the Carol Murphy 
case, which was recently 
settled out of court. 

Lucus said If the case is 
entered as a class action suit 
there maybe no possibility of 
settling out of court. Accor¬ 
ding to Lucus this la not the 
first sex discrimination case 
that has been lodged against 
the University, but that the 
others have been settled 
quietly out of court. 

The suit requests that the 
court grant Ms Williams 
certain compensations such as 
status as a tenured teacher 
and protection from being 
dismissed from her position 
after Aug 31, 1975 

The suit also asks that the 
court grant Ms. Williams and 
the class she represents 
tenure rights and any back 
pay lost as a result of the 
defendants actions It also 
asks other institutions to take 
action to overcome the effects 
of past discrimination In¬ 
cluding the establishment of 
numerical goals in recruiting, 
hiring and promotion of 
female faculty and staff.

"Students are being hit as 
bard as anyone else by rising 
grocery bills,” Ms. Tyson 
said "We will be glad to help 
as many students as are 
eligible.” 

November sutistica showed 
that approximately SO of 
Weakly County's 732 certified 
food sump households were 
those of UTM students 
"Any student, married or 
single, it eligible as long as 
they are living independent 


from their parenu. their in¬ 
come does not exceed the 
maximum and they have 
cooking facilities,” Ms Tyson 
said. 

Any single, Independent 
student who has cooking 
facilities, and whose income 
does not exceed I1M per 
month, can recieve $46 per 
month worth of coupons which 
can be used to buy almost 
any^ type of food, Ms Tyson 

The coupon cost depends on 
the student's income. Students 
with the least income pay the 
least. The cost could be 
nothing, or could be MS 
depending on income. 

Married couples with no 
children have a net income 
limit of 1280 per month and 


receive Hi worth at coupons 
Their coat is also proportional 
to their income. 

"In figuring a student's 
income, " Ms Tyson said, “we 
include any aid from parents, 
income from part-time work, 
scholarships and any other 
income a student might 
receive during a quarter." 

Some deductions are 
allowed in computing Income. 

“If a household, or student, 
spends more than 80 per cent 
of its income on housing and 
utilities, the amount over 30 
per cent is deductible," Ms 
Tyson explained "Medical 
expenses above tlO per 
month are also deductible, as 
is student tuition These 
deductiona.in effect, raise the

"What we do now," ex¬ 
plained Ms. Tyson, “is send 


receiving from the parents " 
The reauirement which 
states applicants' must hsve 
cooking facilities is the one 


which creates the most 
common problems for 
students wishing to receive 
food stamps aid. Ms Tyson 
said Single studenu living 10 
the same apartment, as well 
as dormitory residents, have 
encountered difficulty 

"The manual (Federal 
Guidelines! states recipienu 
must purchase and store their 
food *eparately" Ms Tyson 
said. "This is a touchy 
situation, since most apart¬ 
ments have only one 
refrigerator, and has placed a 
large burden on the individual 
workers In deciding just who 
is eligible." 

"We want to be fair," she 
continued,” but we want to do 
what is right, too." 

The problem is even greater 


for the dorm residents who are 
prohibited by the school 
from using cooking appli 
ances in their rooms. 

"The dorm situation is 
unique around here," Ms 
Tyson said, "because most 
counties do not have dor 
mitiories. With each dorm 
providing only two stoves, 
there is some Question as to 
how many students are going 
to be able to use them Again, 
we will look at each case in¬ 
dividually and try to find a 
solution." 

So far, Ms. Tyson said, most 
UTM applicants have been 
married students so the dorm 
situation has not presented a 
great problem 
Unlike the general 


population, studenu are not 
required to register for work 
in order to receive food 
stamps. 

"Any person from 18 to 85 : 
enrolled for at least six credit 1 
hours per quarter is con¬ 
sidered a student," Ms. Tyson 
reported, "and does not have 
to register with employment 
security." 

"We evaluate our studenu 
quarterly, so the beginning of | 
a quarter is a good time to 
arrange an appointment with 
us." Ms Tyson said

Additional Venezuelans 
enroll in English program

Twenty-nine new 
Venezeulan students have 
enrolled at UTM. making the 
University's program one of 
the largest in the United 
States, according to Dr. 
Milton Simmons, dean of 
liberal arts 

Twenty four of tbe new 
studenu are on government 
scholarships and five are 
private students, Simmons 
said. Seventy-two Venezuelan 
studenu, out of some 10,000 
across the country, are now 
participating in UTM's in¬ 
tensive English preparation 
program, he said. 

The object of the program 
here is to gradually phase the 
student Into the regular 
curriculum after intensive 
English preparation. 

“We eventually hope to have 
an international mixture of 
students in the Intensive 
English language classes," 
Simmons said. "After about 
two years we should have 
about as many students 
coming In as going out. 

“Our experiences with the 
Venezuelan students have 
been almost altogether 
favorable," Simmons said. "I 
believe the addition of the 
Venezuelan studenu has been 
an educational asset for the 
college." 

Simmons said he met with 
the head of the Venezuelan 
govemmant scholarship 
program Jan. 8 In Venezuela 
to try to persuade him to raise 


a ceiling which allowed only 
50 Venezuelan students per 
campus and also to discuss 
extending UTM's program 
model to other areas of the 
state of Tennessee. 

The Tennessee Partners of 
the Americas, who originally 
asked UTM to begin the pilot 
program, had asked in 
October for this trip to be 
made as soon as possible, 
Simmons said. 


SGA has encountered dif¬ 
ficulties in booking a concert, 
but contracts are In the mail 
now for a "New Riders of the 
Purple Sage and “Mann” 
concert Feb 16, according to 
Mike Faulk, SGA president.

WUTM-FM closes 

Station construction scheduled

With WUTM-FM closed due 
to leaky steam pipes, con¬ 
struction on the new carrier 
current AM station in the 
University Center TV lounge 
is set to begin as soon as the 
plans arrive from Knoxville. 

According to Dr. David 
Briody, communications 
coordinator, the new station, 
delayed six months already, 
will house both the carrier 
current and WUTM-FM. The 
plans were expected to arrive 
Monday but have been 
delayed. 

Briody, who expected the 
facility to be completed upon 
his arrival here fall quarter, 
explained some of the reasons 
for the long delay. 

“To begin with," he said, 
"there was a problem of 
where to put the station. It was 
originally planned for Ron 
Finch’s office and when they 
changed it to the lounge, the 
architects had to come up with 
another plan." 

“There has also been some 
delay on receiving our 
equipment,” Briody con¬ 
tinued. "We could have gotten 
inferior equipment faster, but 
we wanted to get the best 
equipment possible for our 
money. This has taken time." 

Briody admitted the 
situation has been frustrating. 

“1 thought that the station 
would be finished by fall 
quarter,” he said, “but I 
suppose that they wanted me 
in on it. Administrative 
decisions just take time and as 
an administrator it doesn't 
worry me. It is frustrating, 
but it just takes time. 

“In fact,” Briody added, 
"Dr. Trentham (Provost) has 
a real commitment to this 
station. He will see it through 
and we appreciate this.” 

The WUTM-FM situation 
has further clouded the pic¬ 
ture. 

“We had every intention of 
opening the FM station at the 
beginning of the quarter,” 
Briody said, “but the moisture 
problem there was so bad that 
inside door knobs were rusty. 
Since electronic equipment 
deteriorates very rapidly, I 
made the decision to take the 
station off the air and store the 
equipment." 

The FM station will reopen, 
however, when the new 
facilities are completed and 
the AM station operative 
Jack Mays, vice chancellor 
for administration and 
development, expressed 
surprise over the closing of the 
FM station 

“I didn’t think that they 
planned to close the old one," 
he said, “until the new station 
opened. It must have been 
their decision.” 

Rick Swiers, who will direct 
both operations in the new 
facility, explained the roles of 
the two stations 
"Hie AM station," he said, 
“will be more geared to 
student needs The music will 
be like the old FM station had. 
but there will be com¬ 
mercials.” 

“By having commercials," 
Swiers continued, “we will be 
able to not only have some 
revenue but also be able to let 
the students better know what 
Martin merchants have to 
offer.” 

The FM station, however, 
will be geared more to the 
general community. 

“We will play all types of 
music," Swiers said, "and will 
try to please all elements of 
the community. With the 
carrier current available for 
the students, the FM can 
better serve the rest of 
Martin.” 


A major disadvantage of the 
new AM station, according to 
Briody, is the tact that only 
dormitories will be able to 
receive it. 

“We hope to expand the 
coverage as we build up 
revenues,” he said, “and 
eventually make it available 
to off-campus students. For 
now, though, only dorm 
students will be able to receive 
it." 

The delays in the station’s 
opening have caused several 
problems in the com¬ 
munications program, Briody 
said. 

“Students are frustrated,” 
Briody, said, "because every 


Despite numerous delays 
due to bad weather and 
shortage of some building 
materials, construction is 
moving along close to 
schedule in three major areas. 

According to Jack Mays, 
Vice-Chancellor for 
Administration and 
Development, the new Home- 
Economics-Education-Nur¬ 
sing Building and Browning 
Hall will be ready for use by 
next Fall quarter, while the 
new tennis courts and baseball 
field will probably be ready by 
spring. 

T le $3 45 million HEN 
building, which will provide 
some 100,000 square feet of 
space, was originally 
scheduled for completion by 
March. There is no penalty 
clause in the contract, ac¬ 
cording to Mays, but the 
building should be ready by 
early summer. 

“Some of our contracts have 
penalty clauses," Mays said, 
"but there is not one for the 
HEN building We are, 
however, putting as much 
pressure as we can on the 


date we have been given has 
been delayed. I don't know 
what this has done to our 
credibility." 

"We scheduled radioi 
production> this quarter," 
Briody explained, “on the 
assumption that the station 
would be finished. Since it is 
not, we don’t have anything to 
produce." 

"Equipment is probably 
eight per cent higher now than 
it was in September," Swiers 
said, “and labor and con¬ 
struction materials are 
higher. We have also lost 
whatever revenues we would 
have had from the station, not 
to mention the lost man 
hours. ” 


Despite the problems, 
Briody remains enthusiastic 
about the new station. 

“I think the architects have 
been trying to build a real 
studio rather than just fill 
some space," he said. “They 
have taken extra care and 
done research, and what we 
will have in the end will be a 
fine station. I believe it will be 
worth the wait. 

"I really feel positive," he 
continued, “and I’m looking 
forward to the day we have 
open house so people will see 
what we have. I want it to be a 
show place on campus, one 
that students will be proud of. 
It will really be nice.” 


Many communications 
students will work in the 
stations and Swiers hopes to 
eventually operate the AM 
station 24 hours a day. The 
AM's dial position will be 760. 

The communication^ 
program has not suffered 
because of the delay, ac¬ 
cording to Briody 

“We have had 15 or 20 new 
majors sign up this quarter,”: 
he said, "which is en¬ 
couraging considering our: 
problems. We now have; 
around 120 communications: 
majors, and I will continue to: 
work diligently for the: 
program."

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contractors to finish it 
quickly. 

"This building will provide 
some of the best innovations 
available,” Mays said, “and 
we will be happy if we can get 
it completed by fall. We are 
running behind somewhat, but 
with the men working inside 
now, it should be completed in 
plenty of time.” 

Browning Hall, which will 
serve as the new home for the 
School of Business, should be 
completed by the late summer 
at a cost of 3877,000, Mays 
said. 

“This will give Business a 
permanent home,” he said. 
"They have been crowded for 
so long and Browning will be 
large enough to house them 
and give them slight room for 
growth." 

The new convocation 
center, which will provide 
superior physical education 
facilities, has been delayed 
more than the other buildings, 
Mays said. 

"Since they are still working 
outside on the building,” Mays 
said, “it has been hampered 
the most by bad weather. 


“I will say this, though,” he 
continued, “It will be com¬ 
pletely finished before work 
on the old facility is started. 
We realize that the physical 
education people are crowded, 
but the weather has just been 
too bad to work." 

Construction on the new 
baseball diamond, Mays said, 
will be “nip and tuck." 

"If the weather is okay, we 
should have it ready for the 
baseball season,” Mays said. 
“With a brand new field, 
though, >t has to have time to 
settle. All we can do is pray for 
good weather." 

There is no penalty clause in 
the baseball diamond con¬ 
tract either, Mays said, but 
everything possible is being 
done to complete it on time. 

The 18 new tennis courts, 
which will be partially lighted, 
should also be ready bv 
spring, although there is no 
pressure. Existing courts will 
remain as they are until the 
new courts are finished. 

"Some of the new courts will 
be lighted," continued Mays, 
“and they should be very 
nice." 


Mays also outlined plans to* 
add additional walkways ancU 
security lighting around the-; 
campus before fall, and* 
predicted a drastic change in*, 
the make-up of the UTM; 
campus when current con-\ 
struction is finished. i 

"By building this new:: 
building and moving Business; 
to Browning, we will have:, 
three major disciplines in that;- 
end of the campus,” he said.* 
“It could change the entire, 
complexion of the campus.":. 

The administration/ 
building, now serving several:

amendment in making it more 
workable,” Henry Allison, 
dean of admissions and 
records, said about the new 
amendment "I would hate to 
see a situation where students 
pay a penalty in terms of 
recommends tions. ’' 

Both Campbell and Allison 
said at present the Universitv 
has not established a definite 
policy to follow concerning the 
compliance with the amend¬ 
ment. According to Allison 
and Campbell the reason for 
the abscence of an established 
policy is simply because there 
has been no communication 
from HEW instructing the 
University how It should 
proceed. 

“We will try to obey the law, 
and follow our best 
judgements until the 
guidelines come out,” 
Campbell said “We will 
contact the University 
Ig^yers if something conjes 
up we are not sure about." 

“We have no directions to 
follow until the guidelines 
arrive," Allison said. “I 
assure you the University will 
abide by the Buckley 
Amendment. We are just now 
getting lines of com¬ 
munication to know what we 
are expected to do. We are all 
more or less just waiting for 
the HEW guidelines” 

According to Allison, when 
the University is informed 
about something definite they 
will proceed as the amend¬ 
ment calls for. Although there 
is no policy on UTM’s level, 
Allison said it was his un¬ 
derstanding a policy was 
currently being worked on by 
officials of the UT Systems. 

Dr. Ron Finch, director of 
placement services and 
career counselling, said the 
Buckley Amendment had not 
caused any drastic changes in 
the operation of the 
Placement Office, except all 
forms had to be changed. 


However, after registering 
with the Placement office, the 
student has the option to 
decide if he or she wants to use 
the services offered by the 
Placement Office, Finch 
explained. 

Finch said in his opinion the 
Buckley Amendment will 
have some positive 
ramifications upon the student 
and the evaluation process. He 
said it will make a decision¬ 
maker out of the student 
because he or she will have to 
decide if they want to have 
credentials compiled upon 
themselves or not.

"I wasn't even aware the 
program had been cancelled 
until 1 received the letter," 
one recipient said.

Last November. U.S 
District Court in Nashville 
ruled ihe program : un¬ 
constitutional because money 
was being given to students 
attending schools engaged in 
religious activity. This

principle of separation of 
church and state, according to 
members of the Nashville 
chapter of Americana United 
for Separation of Church and 
State, suit fliers 

According to the suit. 58 per 
cent of the funds granted by 
the state agency in 1872-73 
went to church operated 
colleges and universities This 
increased to 83 per cent 
during the 1873-74 school year. 

The decision signed by 
Judges William Miller of the 
Sixth U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals and Frank Gray Jr 
and L Clure Morton of the 
U.S. District Court said many 
schools attended by grant 
recipients "engate in sub¬ 
stantial religious activity, 
including compulsory chapel 
attendance, formal prayer 
before each class and church 
membership requirements 
(or faculty.” 

Dr John Folger, executive 
director of the Higher 
Education Commission said 
last November the decision 
jeopardizes other federal and 
state educational aid 
programs. 

“If this program is un¬ 
constitutional for a state 
operation,” Folger said last 
year, “it probably also is 
unconstitutional for a federal 
program. And there are ex¬ 
tensive federal programs 
which currently operate in 
both sectarian church and 
nonsectarian institutions.” 

According to one UTM 
administrator, there does not 
seem to be that much dif¬ 
ference between the Ten¬ 
nessee program and the 
federal Basic Educational 
Opportunity Grant system. 

"What they seem to be 
saying is it’s okay for the 
federal government but not 
for the Tennessee state 
government,” the official 
said. 

Though the 487 UTM 
students currently receiving 
the grant funds were not af¬ 
fected by the court ruling, 
other planned grants were 
stopped. 

For the 1974-75 school year. 


11,255 students across Ten¬ 
nessee filed TTG applications 
with 5,803 grants being 
awarded-amounting to 
83,667,607 in tutition being 
given out. Of this amount. 
8319.382 was made available to 
the state through the federal 
Student State Incentive Gram 
program Fifty-three per cent 
of the awards to private 
college students. 

Awards presented to 
students attending public 
institution! totaled 81 , 161.188 
(31.7 per cent) while those 
attending private schools 
received 82,506,408 ( 68.3 per 
cent) UTM received 8)217,006 
in awards 

The program will operate 
next year but tP what extent is 
uncertain, Bill Fron, director 
of financial aids, said 

"Right now, the ruling has 
been appealed to the U.S. 
Supreme Court," Fron said. 
"We know they-the Ten¬ 
nessee Student Assistance 
Corporation, processors of the 
grant-will operate the 
program We just don't know 
to what extent and what kind 
of changes will have to be 
made if the ruling is upheld. ” 

According to Fron, some 400 

.ditional UTM students 
were eligible to receive the 
TTG for the 1974-75 year but 
some how did not follow 
through. 

“We lost about 8150,000 to 
8180,000 in Tennessee Tuition 
Grant funds simply because 
students didn’t apply,” Fron 
said. “If we had been able to 
give those 400 eligible students 
the tuition grants, it would 
have freed that money to give 
to other students not eligible 
for the state funding. 

“As it was, the eligible 
students hurt themselves by 
having to rely on loans and 
work-study grants, as well as 
hurting other students.” 

Though the TTG ap¬ 
plications are not available 
yet, Fron is urging qualifying 
students to keep in touch with 
the Financial Aids office. 
March 1 is the deadline for 
applications for Fall 1975 
funding and the ACT family 
financial statements should be 
filled out soon, he said.
